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Audience ‘Muzzled’ after speech 


Juan Williams spoke 
about free speech and 
media censorship on 
Thursday.

Fox News political analyst Juan 
Williams held a discussion entitled 
“Muzzled: Political Debate in Amer- 
ica” about the polarization of free 
speech and media censorship at the 
fifth annual Distinguished Speakers 
Series at the Carpenter Performing 
Arts Center on Thursday. 

Williams drew from his life experi- 


ences throughout the speech, mainly 
detailing the events leading up to, 
and immediately after, his discharge 
from National Public Radio last year. 
He was fired immediately after say- 
ing Muslims in traditional dress made 
him nervous when boarding planes. 

This experience, Williams said, ignit- 
ed his desire to popularize issues regard- 
ing free speech and censorship in the 
media and the general public, and was 
the inspiration behind his book “Muz- 
zled: The Assault on Honest Debate.” 

“T think there’s a hunger in Ameri- 
ca right now for more honest debate,” 
Williams said. “I’m not sure [the 
book] would have come out without 
being traumatized and injured in the 
way I was. All of a sudden I had this 
burst of energy to say something that 
was on my mind.”

Williams attributed this lack- of 
honest debate to an increasing polar- 
ization of free speech, which causes 
a lack of expression from viewpoints’ 
that may be on the fence regarding 
certain issues. 

Another large problem, Williams 
said, is the sources of information 
where people get their news. 

Many people receive their news 
from commentary that serves only 
to reinforce pre-existing biases and 
opinions. Williams ‘suggested people 
search for more factual news sources. 

“Its very important to make a 


‘distinction between people who are 


journalists and people who are TV 
personalities or radio personalities,” 
Williams said. “At some point you 
want to go and find the facts.”

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Students battle high textbook 
prices with piracy 


Major publishers are 
filing lawsuits against 
file-sharing websites.

Cal State Long Beach senior Julie 
Boll is $19,000 in debt. She had to sell 
her car and some of her wardrobe to pay 
her daily expenses. 

When the semester began, she real- 
ized textbooks were going to cost more 
than she expected — nearly $700 for 
the semester. 

With no money to spare, she turned 
to a solution that is becoming more 
popular with students: textbook piracy. 

“I have paid literally thousands of 
dollars to [textbook distributors],” Boll 


said. “I can’t afford to line their pock- . 


ets this semester, and I don’t think they 
should really blame me.” 


In the past, file-sharing websites © 


have been used to distribute movies, 
music, and videogames. . 

But a new trend, thanks in part to 
the popularity of e-book readers like 
the iPad and Kindle, is sharing text- 
books. 


There are many websites where stu- 
dents can search for the textbooks they 
need, download them for frée in mere 
minutes, then réad them on their com- 
puters or e-book reader. 

“Even if I did have the money, I 
would probably still pirate,’ CSULB 
student Mark Slauson said. “I used to 
have to carry around piles of books, 
now I use the iPad I carry anyway.” 

A variety of sources produce the 

digital copies, of textbooks on piracy 
websites. 
» Some of them are the official digi- 
tal versions of textbooks that have had 
their digital rights management hacked 
out, allowing unlimited copies. 

Others are provided by a relatively 
small but dedicated group of students 
who use portable scanners hidden in 
their backpacks to scan entire library 
copies of books in less than an hour. _ 

Another source of digital copies are 
students who agree to swap and scan 
textbooks. 

However, major textbook publishers 
like Pearson, McGraw-Hill and Hough- 
ton Mifflin Harcourt have been fighting 
back this threat with legal force. 

A recent court ruling against the 
popular file-sharing site RapidShare 
resulted in the site being liable for 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in 
fines for every textbook that, remained 


on their site, and publishers have even 
gone as far as threatening students with 
legal action if they would not pay a 
settlement. 

Textbook piracy is not just supported 
by students, though. Some professors 
have encouraged students to bypass the 
cost of textbooks. 

“T do not go:so far as to provide them 
with copies, but at the start of every se- 
mester, I make it very clear to my stu- 
dents that there are free copies of their 
$200 textbook on the internet,” said a 
CSULB professor, who asked to stay 
anonymous. 

“This particular textbook has seen 
price increases year after yéar with no 
improvements in content. I was-a stu- 
dent once, and of all the people to profi- 
teer off, they are the hardest to justify, 


ethically speaking,” the professor con- 
* tinued. 


In 2008, the Association of Ameri- 
can Publishers sued Georgia State 
University, claiming they had “system- 
atically enabled professors to provide 
students with digital copies of copy- 
righted course reading materials with- 
out the publisher’s permission.” 

If professors at CSULB were to re- 
veal their position on textbook piracy 
publicly without the plausible deniabil- 
ity they have in the classroom, CSULB 
could face similar consequences. 
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panels for fans ‘to learn how to start 
their own businesses or how to “break 
into the industry,’ and movie screen- 
ings of horror films. 

The Con also added a Masquerade 
Ball that will include a contest for Best 
Dressed costumes and a small film fes- 
tival called Might and Fright, which 
will be showing short films.

Green and Matthew Senreich, “Iron 
Man 3” Director Shane Black, horror 
filmmaker John Carpenter, “Teenage 
Mutant Ninja Turtles” co-creator Kevin 
Eastman, members of the web-hosted 
show “The Guild,” and Barbara Kesel, 
a professional editor who will offer a 


portfolio review. 

Numerous comic artists will also 
offer commissions and prints of their 
work in the Artist Alley. 

Sophomore Cal State Long Beach 
student Jennifer Wu said, “I went to the 


[comic convention] in the spring and it © 


was pretty nice. [Long Beach Comic 


. Con] may be smaller than some other 


cons, but I think it’s more personalized 
that way and I like that I-can actually 
spend a few minutes or even an hour 
just to get to know the people that make 
the comics I love.” 

There will also be an exhibition hall, 
where attendees may purchase mer- 
chandise of their favorite works or re- 
lated products. : 

Entertainment in the exhibition hall 
includes a light saber duel and a perfor- 
mance by a group called Dumbledore’s 
Army, based on the “Harry Potter” noy- 
els.

The event begins 
at 10 a.m. both days and ends at 7 p.m. 
Saturday and 5 p.m: Sunday.

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Q&A segment, in which a panel asked 
their questions and audience members 
were invited to write questions on note 
cards to be read to Williams by Art 
Levine, who moderated the discussion. 

Political science graduate student 
RJ Crouch criticized this method of 
leading the discussion. 

During the applause at the end of the 
event, Crouch had an outburst in which 
he cupped a hand over his mouth as if 
he was muzzled from speaking. 

“Tt’s not about a real exchange of 
ideas and information, which is what 
I would hope that he would be about 
in this academic setting.” Williams 
said regarding the incident. “Shouting 


at people really shuts down conversa- 
tions, it doesn’t open them.” 

Crouch said he felt as though the 
audience questions were censored 
and many people had questions that 
weren't asked, ‘due to the moderation. 

“When you take cards of questions 
and you subjectively decide what ques- 
tions are going to be asked and which 
questions aren’t ... you’re stifling free 
speech rather than opening things,” he 
said. “I felt like we were muzzled.” 

Ozzie Ramadan, political science 
graduate. student, said he understands 
that the method of conducting the

from Jason Kness, an English major, 
learning assistant instructor and ad- 
vocate for disabled students, was read 
to express his opinion of the impracti- 
cality of the current requirements. 
According to Kness’ statement, he 
feels it’s a heavy burden for students 
whose studies are not science-focused 
and are forced to delay graduation 


when they could be working. 

Many students, like Jaime Varela, 
were given two minutes on the floor by 
members of the Senate to voice their 
opinions on the issue. Some students 
nearly pleaded and advocated for all 


students who have to battle the enroll- 


ment and challenge of another lab. 

Some members of the Senate were 
outraged by the majority decision and 
asked the council if they had realized 
the ramifications of what they were 
doing. Primarily, these were science 
department professors, who were ad- 
vocating the existing policy. 

In addition, members of the Sen- 
ate in favor of keeping the current 
policy expressed the ramifications of 
making cuts to the sciences. A phys- 
ics instructor spoke for more than two 
minutes about the necessity to edu- 
cate students in science in areas like 
astronomy and physics.

' With her game-winning goal, Sweet- 
man posted her fourth tally of-the year, 
doubling her total from last season.

Men’s water polo squanders lead

A chance to make a statement went 
by the wayside for the No. 9-ranked 
Long Beach State men’s water polo 
team as an early lead evaporated on 


Santa Barbara on Saturday at the 49er 
Aquatics Center. 

For the players, it was a missed op- 
portunity to post a quality win against 
a top-5 program, particularly at home. 

“It was a game we felt we definitely 
should have won,” sophomore Dan 
Matulis said of his team’s expectations 
coming into the game. 

he 49ers (13-6, 0-3 Mountain Pa- 
fic Sports Federation) received single 
goals from six players — the first two 


coming from Nathan McConnell and 
Milos Vrzic — to spark The Beach to 
a 2-0 lead. 

That advantage got away quickly 
from the 49ers after Vrzic was ejected 
from the game midway through the first 

_ Period. The ejection did not appear to 
draw the ire of the 49ers’ bench, but 
tempers soon flared. ; 

Assistant coach Kyle Gorham was 
tossed from the game. for his objec- 
tions to a no-call on a play that resulted 
in Matulis failing to get a shot off on 


a great scoring opportunity in front of 


the cage. 

Head coach Gavin Arroyo said that 
his team had a tough time rebounding 
from the loss of Vrzic. 

“Losing our best player in the first 
quarter did not help [our chances],” Ar- 
royo said. 

The Gauchos (12-6, 1-1 MPSF) made 
a shortened 49ers’ bench pay, scoring 
six unanswered goals to make the early 
LBSU lead a distant memory. 

“We can’t let teams come back like 
Santa Barbara did by making mental 
errors,” Nick Rascon said, issuing a 


challenge to his teammates to come 
up with the stops necessary to win big 
games. Z 

LBSU could not erase the first half 
deficit. Gauchos’ goalkeeper Myles 
Christian allowed just one goal in the 
third quarter, enabling UCSB to extend 
its lead to 8-3. 

The Gauchos were more than willing 
to keep The Beach to the outside with 
their keeper stopping anything outside 
of five meters. Long Beach struggled to 
find the back of the net as it hit a pletho- 
ra of goalposts in their match. 

The 49ers’ struggles on offense 
could not have been demonstrated bet- 
ter than by a sequence of plays on the 
power play in the third quarter. LBSU 
needed four shots on a 6-on-5 posses- 
sien before Hayden Leach beat the 
Gauchos keeper with two seconds left 
on the penalty clock. ; 

“T think we feel like we have to make 
plays happen when we struggle offen- 
sively,’ Matulis said. “We just need to 
relax.” 

The 49ers will hit the road to face” 
Pepperdine on Saturday at noon. 
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
